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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Reconsideration/Remarks 

1 . Applicant's remarks filed on 4/14/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The Applicants present an arguments of which Pearlman et al does not 
disclose for the estimation of the probabilities of occurrence of the symbols 0 and 1 in 
the each level of significance . ... are considered . 

However, after careful scrutiny of the Pearlman et ars references, the Examiner 
must respectively disagree, and maintain the grounds of rejection for the reasons that 
follow. 

In response, Pearlman et al discloses for the estimation of the probabilities of 
occurrence of the symbols 0 and 1 (Fig. 2A, S232) in the each level of significance , four 
models represented by four context trees (Fig. 4) are considered (coL 9, lines 27-37). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in 
the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international 
application by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 
371© of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 (AlPA) 
do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined was not (1) filed on 
or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this 
application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AiPA 35 U.S.C. 
102(e)). 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Pearlman et 
al (6,671,413 B1) as previously discussed in the last Official action as Paper 8. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious 
at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said 
subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention 
was made. 

5. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Pearlman 
et al (6,671,413 B1) as previously discussed in the last Official action as Paper 8. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim 1 , but 
would be allowable: if claim 3 is rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim 1 and any intervening claims. 

Dependent claim 3, recites the novel features as previously discussed in the last 
Official action as Paper 8.
